€ As soon as the smoke cleared away a hasty 
examination showed that nobody had been 
hurt in the crush and furthermore that no 
one had been wounded by the explosion. 
Calm was gradually restored and the crowd 
returned to view the extent of the damage. 

It was discovered that the bomb had been 
placed. under a scaffolding which had been 
erected to fa Alitate repairs to the roof ex- 
actly over the celebrated tomb of Clement 
XIII. by Canova, “which consists of a figure 
of the pope and two lions and which is the 
most remarkable piece gf sculpture in the 
basilica. This tomb ranks among the finest 
efforts of modern sculpture and by its execu- 
tion Canova established his reputation. 
When the first gendarmes reached the spot 
the scaffolding was found to be smoldering, 
but thie fire was easily extinguished. The 
tomb was found to be absolutely uninjured 
and even the pavement shows scarcely any 
signs of the explosion. An examination of 
the remains of the bomb leads to the sup- 
position, unless it was crudely prepared on 
purpose to mislead, that it was manufactured 
in the country and brought into Rome, 

It is believed that the bomb had a long fuse 
in order to enable the criminal to gain the 
piazza before the explosion. It has been im- 
possible to trace him and no one has any 
recollection of seeing a man who, by his 
movements, might have aroused suspicion. 


Pope Hears Roar at Prayers. 

The pope was engaged in nis regular noon 
hour devotions when the bomb went off. He 
heard a muffled sound which surprised but 
Aid not alarm him. Mgr. Misciatelli, sub- 
prefect of the apostolic palaces, and Mer. 
Bisleti, major domo of the vatican, at onze 
hurriedly entered the pontiff’s chamber. 
They were so pale that the pope immediate- 
ly asked What has happened?” 

„Do not be alarmed, holy father,“ was the 
answer. A bomb has exploded in the basil- 
fea, but fortunately there are no deaths to 
deplore and no one has been wounded.”’ 

The pontiff asked anxiously if the church 
had been injured. Upon being reassured he 
fell on his knees, saying he must implore 
mercy for the misguided perpetrator of the 
deed. 

Cardinal Merry Dei Val, the papal secre- 
tary of state, was in the Borgia apartments 
busily at work with his private secretary 
at noon and did not hear the explosion.

By this economy the company undoubtedly 
has saved a good many thousand dollars. 
City Electrician Carroll did not know last 
night how much it had saved, and none of 
the company’s own officials would tell. It is 
a safe guess, however, that the electricity 
| now racing back to the power houses 
through the gas mains and water pipes con- 
veniently located underground will cost the 
city ten times as much as the company has 
saved. 


How the Damage Is Done. 
The process is simplicity itself. To use the 


| Vivid parlance of the motorman, the juice 


which should be carried back by the company 
through the bonding of the rails, the in- 
stallation of return cables or some other 
of the numerous devices, is allowed to spread 
out over the street and gét back as best it 
can. In seeking the “ path of least resist- 
ance it attacks all underground pipes, espe- 
clally cast iron and lead, and also the steel 
substructures of skyscrapers unless the lat- 
ter are heavily guarded by concrete, 

After working for the traction company 

thus for a few months the piping begins to 
show gumerous blow holes, each one a leak. 
As this continues the main rapidly takes on 
the substance of a sponge and is ruined. 
After the leakage of gas or water has be- 
come so great as to attract notice the street 
is torn up and the pipes replaced. 
Almost every city in the country has under- 
gone the experience until local public senti- 
ment has practically compelled the street car 
companies to install proper appliances. 

Augmented by Congestion of Cars. 

While the ordinary eléctrolysis is speedy 
enough to tax the purse of almost any com- 
munity, it has become peculiarly severe in 
Chicago on account of the habitual conges- 
tion of the cars. Nvery time five or six care 
are bunched together, as they are every night 
and morning within the loop and at many 
points outside, the surplus electricity has a 
high. old time getting back to the power 
house. Six trolley cars in fair condition are 
sald to be just six times as bad for that 
particular strétch of piping as the presence 
of a single car would be. 

City Electrician Carroll admitted last night 
that the local danger was great and promised 
to institute an investigation at once. 

“TI shall send out my men Monday morn- 
ing,” he declared, to make tests on all the 
Union Traction Mines that have lately been 
trolleyized. We shall try to find out what 
difference in potential there is, if any, be- 
tween the city’s mains and the current in 
the street car tracks. If the difference is 
great, that means, of course, that the mains 
are doing duty as conductors. That will 
have to be stopped.” 

Should Have Laid Return Cables. 

“ Why...weren’t they compelled to put in 
return cables at the start“ he was asked. 

“Well, the understanding was that they 
would,” he replied. ‘The company 1 is 
hard pressed for time, I suppose, or they 
would have put in the necessary cables.

AGAINST DIRTY CARS. 


‘Advises That Public Ride in Them as 


Little as Possible to Avoid Disease 
Germs. 


“Shun the overcrowded, filthy, disease 
breeding street car,“ is the advice given in the 
bulletin of the Chicago health department for 
the week ended last Saturday. 

Investigations made by the department 
sanitary inspectors fully corroborated the 
data gathered last week by Tum Tune: 
reporters concerning the filthy and insanitary 
condition of the cars. 

The warning given to the people of Chicago 
is almost equivalent to a quarantine against 
the cars. 

“The able bodied should walk any reason- 
able distance rather than enter one,“ the 
bulletin says. 

It the distance be too great to walk, get 
out and walk the last mile or so. 

The exercise in the open air will help dis- 
infect the alr passages 

Official declaration is made, after bacterio- 
logical examinations, that the cars when 
crowded with strap hangere swarm with 
bacteria of pneumonia, influenza, and tuber- 
culosis.

Corn Dull and Little Changed. 


Extreme dullness characterized operations 
in the corn market almost all week. Price 
changes were not marked, and fluctuations 
were within a narrow range. The bears 
still continue to harp on the government’s 
promise of a yield of 178,000,000 bu in excess 
of that of 1905. Although the Washington 
estimate was played as a trump by. the bears, 
bulls derived some encouragement from var- 
lous directions. The movement from the 
farms has not been up to expectations, and 
the total holdings are not considered burden- 
some. There have been spurts of activity in 
the shipping trade, but it has been disap- 
pointing to the bulls. 

The comparative lightness of offerings 
88 the country is taken to indicate 

on the part of farmers to dis- 
hash freely at prevailing prices. The farm- 
ers see a big thing in the provision market,” 
said a corn trader, and, realizing the light 
supply of hogs, they believe that by fatten- 
ing what stock they have they can get rela- 
tively better results in feeding the corn to 
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uneasy seat the greater part of the week, 
and the new investment buying showed big 
improvement. Important factors in the im- 
provement of the situation were the con- 
tinued t run of hogs to the leading pack- 
ing centers and the failure of stocks of man- 
ufactured products to increase. Men close to 
the situation believe that unless the hog 
movement increases materially within a 
short time there will be an old fashioned 
scramble of shorts, whose interests un- 
doubtedly are extensive, to cover the Jan- 
uary products. 
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LITTLE CHANGE IN STOCKS. 


Large Banking Interests Carrying 
Speculative Bonds Object to 
Any Slump. 


Barring an advance fp St. Paul, which bore 
some evidence of manipulaton, the stock mar- 
ket has reflected the generally unchanged 
conditions in money, and excepting sporadic 
movements in individual stocks, there is 
nothing to suggest that the market wil) do 
any better between now and Jan. 1 thanit has 
done in the last four weeks. 

It is pretty well understood in Wall etreet 
that the large banking intereste desire 
neither a bull campaign nern a slump in 
prices. There are large holdings of more or 
less speculative bonds that are proving oner- 
ous to those carrying them in the present 
high money market. Naturally these in- 
terests do not care for anything worse in the 
way of a market slump. But the bond situa- 
tion ie incidental to the main one which the 
banking Interests are trying to keep in hand. 

The largest banking people, those under- 
stood to represent both the Morgan sentiment 
and the Standard Oil sentiment, agree that 
the principal effort to be made during the 
remainder of the year will be in the way of 
regulating the money market. It is not 
@oubted that unless something greatly un- 
foreseen should happen the market can be 
made to carry through the year without much 
‘greater disturbance than has been exper- 
fenced already. The secretary of the tréeas- 
ury is committed to a policy of buying bonds 
whenever in his judgment the interests of 
commercial borrowers demand it, 


Looking One Year Ahead. 

What the most thoughtful financiers have 
in mind with reference to the future of the 
money market lies in conditions which will 
obtain one year from now, Them the treas- 
ury of the United States will not hold the 
die fund with which it has been blessed in 
the last twelve months. Redemption of gov- 
ernment bonde falling due next year will 
exhaust the surplus cash in the treasury and 
some source of relief other than the treasury 
must be looked to. The recommendations 
of the monetary conference at Washington 
are expected to suggest means for necessary 
relief through the issuance of credit cur- 
rency. 

The New York bond market, that is the 
market for standard issues, ie declared to 
be in a rather favorable position. The head 
of the largest bond business in New York 
City said last week that standard issues 
were not pressing and that any change in 
the money situation would lead to sharp 
advances. 8o far, however, as convertible 
bond issues are concerned he recogni 
that 7 per cent interest rates for carrying 
a 4 per cent bond, as yet unsalable, was 
burdensome to syndicates. This sitwation, 
however, he regarded as entirely apart from 
the market for investment bonds. 


Bank Statement, 

The bank statement-last Saturday should 
be of some help sentimentallſ to the mar- 
ket. The deficit was overcome and in its 
stead there wae shown a surplus reserve of 
$2,371,675. While thie margin is small, it 
is of course better than no margin. It, too, 
was accomplished without any apparent 
manipulation of figures and was due largely 
to a gain in cash, though a decrease in de- 
posite contributed to the size of the increase 
in the surplus reserve item. This account 
now compares with §2,915,150 last year and 
$9,589,700. for the corresponding week in 
1904. The figures follow:

Chicago Stocks. 

The Chicago stock market witnessed 4 re- 
vival in the activity in Swift & Co. shares, 
This time there are no accompanying ru- 
mors, the packing house tales having lost 
their #ignificance.
